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Railroad Assessments. 


At the last meeting of the State 
Board of Assessors and Equaliza- 
tion, the following revolution was 
passed: 

Resolved, That the Assessors of 
the various counties in tue State in 
which are located what are termed 
the following railroads, be and are 
hereby authorized and directed to 
asages the same to wit: The Carson 
Tahoe, Lumber aud Flame Company’s 
railroad; the road running from the 
Eureka Tunnel to the Eareka mill in 
Lyon county. The Dayton, Satro 
and Carson Valley railroad, and the 
Sierra Nevada Wood, Lomber and 
Flame Company’s railroad. Said 
Board believe that the railroads 
herein specified, and any other of like 
character, should be assessed by the 
Assessors of the counties in which 
the same are located, and are not in- 
cluded within the intent and meaning 
of the act creating the State Board of 
Assessors and Equalization passed at 
the last legislature. 

The Board has disposed of the 
above-mentioned roads by turning 
them over to the County Assessor, 
but as the time for assessing other 
lines draws near, much speculation 
is indulged in as to what figures 
the C. P. and V. & T. are to be as- 
sessed at. The V. & T. was as- 
sessed last year at eight thou-and 
dollars per mile in Storey cou 
and ten thousand per mile iu 
Washoe. That assessment was ex- 
tremely low for a road that returns 
a net income to its shareholders of 
over one thousand dollars per day 
profit. The C. P. was assessed at 
fourteen thousand dollars per mile 
in Washoe county, and through 
the State at a trifle over eleven 
thousand. The Gazerre believes 
that the State Board of Assessors 
will raise the valuation of both the 
V. & T. aud C. P. The C. F. pays 
seventeen thousand per mile from 
the State line to Sacramento. The 
roads will be assessed on the first 
Monday in September.

WILL LISTEN TO THE SUN. 


Fdison’s Cosmical Telephove to Hear sun 
| Spots 


Roar. | 
of the most curious «rrangements 


contrived by this most curious mo" for 


his personal amusement and gre‘iiva 
tion, says the Chi Tribune, is tue 
arrangement which Mr. Ilison calls 
his cosmical telephone.” [edison owns 
an iron mine at Ogden, N. J. ‘There 1s 
a bed of magnetic iron ore about a mile 
long and 50 feet wide, which be says 
runs down into the earth for five or six 
miles. He estimates the amount of iron 
in mine at 2,000,000,000,000 tons. 
ree Ogden there is an enormous in- 
tensification of the magnetic forees of 
the earth. It is a well Known fact that 
the daily variations in these magnetic 
forces, as shown by the necdle, are di- 
rectly influenced by the disturbances in 
the sun’s spots. These variations are 
reeularly recorded every day at Kew, 
near London. Mr. Edison says that at 
hisjron mine near Ogden he has more 
than a million times the concentration 
of magnetic lines that there is at Kew. 
To record the daily variations in his 
owt magnetic lines at Ogden, Mr. Edi- 
son has constructed his cosmical tele- 
phone. 

“There are the most wonderful 
things going on in the sun's spots all 
the time,” he says. “Didn't vou ever 
see) them? Why, they are beautiful. 
The disturbances are tremendous. 
Bursts of hydrogen fly out of these 
pets 600,000 miles long. Awful things 
happen up there. You can see them 
every day with my telescope.” 

To construct his telephone he has 
surrounded the whole bed of magnetic 
iron with poles. On these poles he has 
strung a cable of fifteen copper wires. 
The ends of this cable run down into a 
little house and are connected with the 
ordinary receiver of a common Bell 
telephone. The idea is that the sur- 
rounding of this enormous bed of mag- 
netic iron with copper wires will oper- 
ate for the formation of a giganti 
magnet such as is used in the receive’ 
of the everyday telephone. Through 
this tremendous receiver Edison says 
he will be put in direct telephonic com 
munication with the sun, only the com- 
munication will be onesided. He can 
hear everything that goes on up there, 
but be can’t do any transmitting. He 
beli ves that every disturbance in the 

Spots will cause a corresponding 
vaxviation of the concentrated magnetic 
lines at Ogden, and that this variation 
will be at once detected in some way by 
the receiver of his cosmical telephone. 

„es, sir,” he says, I can hear them 
with this telephone. The next time 
there is any violent change in the sun's 
spots which disturbs the magnetic 
lines or earth I shall know it, and if 
600,000 miles of hydrogen go chasing 
away from the sun I shall hear it.” 

The cosmical telephone is not yet 
completed, as the wire stringing is not 
finished; but ‘scientific people other 
than Mr. Edison will watch with curi- 
ous wonder to see what success he will 
achieve. 


SWIFTER THAN PIGEONS. 


Swallows Successfully Trained to Act as 
Carriers. 


The experiments lately made in the | 


north of France by M. Jean Desbouvrie 
in training swallows as carriers have 
proved so successful, says the London 
Chronicle, that they will probably re- 
sult in the establishment of regular 
training stations. M. Desbouvrie be- 
gan his experiments by taking a nest of 
young swallows and their mother, and 
letting them fly from his doorstep at 
Roubaix to their nest under the tiles 
above. He gradually increased the 
distance to Lille, from which they re- 
turned to Roubaix in about four min- 
utes—over a mile a minute. At 
last the birds were taken to Paris, 
one hundred and forty miles from 
their home, to which they returned in 
an incredibly short space of time. M. 
Desbouvrie at last arranged a race be- 
tween his pigeons and his swallows 
from Paris to Roubaix, the result of 
which was the triumph of the swallows, 
who were home three-quarters of an 
hour before their rivals, the distance 
covered being, as we have said, about 
one hundred and forty miles. It is pro- 
posed to hold a grand Swallow competi- 
tion this summer in the north of France, 
at which valuable prizes will be 
awarded to the owners of the winning 
birds.
